MAYOR PAGE'S INAUGTJKAIi 


Gentlemen of the City Councils:— 


But a few bouts have elapsed since I 
*as declared elected to the position of 
mayor of our city, and during that time 
t have had but little opportunity to 
familiarize myself with the condition of 
its affairs and ascertain its wan's and 
needs save in a general way. 
Hence 


what I may s ly to you will probably 
serve only to call your attention to some 
of the many matters requiring your ac- 
tion, and to induce you to give your 
earnest consideration to them, without 
now offering a remedy for what is wrong 
or a means of continuing what is right. 


lu the first place let me assert some 


propositions the correctness of which 
will not be disputed by ganybody. Job- 
bery in tbe administration of municipal 
affiirs is a crime worthy of the severest 
punishment, and the official guilty of it 
deserves the condemnation of tha com- 
munity m which he lives, and ostracism 
from tbe society of all decent men. , The 
official who knowingly takes one dollar 
from the city treasury without right and 
without value received, is a thief. He 
is also a perjurer because lie violates his 
oath of office. The administration of tbe 
affairs of tbis city committed to ni is a 
trust, the performance of vbich demand 
the utmost economy, the strictest integ- 
rity, the highest honesty and a due re- 
gard for tbe rights and property of 
every citizen. 


If any official here cannot heartily 


subscribe to 'those propositions, ho is 
unworthy to hold the position ho now 
fillH, and should nnvur take his se*t 
again in Luis council cbambor. 


FINANCES. 


At this time the subject io which the 


citizens and t*x payer* take tha greater, 
interest is the condition of oar finance*. 
The city roport for tbe year 1898 baa uot 
been published *ud so you oauuot refer 


to it for any information,

1 tal city debt will, by that report, appear ' 


i to bava been on Dec. '21, ISO's in tbe vi- 


j cinity of one million dollars, or to be 
exact S93h,215.21. 
From this amount 


certain alleged assets are deducted 
amounting to $552,772.12, leaving tbe 
alleged net debt to be S3S5.4l3.09, an 
increase of more than $300,000 since 
1885. when 1 occupied tte position I 
hive again today assumed. 


But 1 cannot understand any figures 


or mode cf bookkeeping by which the 
city can reckon as assets on hand its own 
note for $65,000, which represents 
money it has expended. It is plain that 
the water works, valued in the above 
a sets at $325,000, can never be sold for 
the payment of our debt, and it is also 
apparent that they do not save anything 
to the tux payers because each individ- 
ual tax payer pays his water bill in ad- 
dition to his other taxes, the came as if 
tbe works did not belong to the city. 
They are BO moie assets available for 
tbe payment of .debts than are the 
school houses or city building. Nor do 
I discover anywhere that tbe water 
works under the present management 
are ever to earn anything towards pay- 
ing our debt. The last report of tbe 
water commissioners made public was 
fcr the year 1897, and from that report 
it appears that on January 1,1897, there 
was a balance in their hands of $14^461,- 
97 unexpended, but on January 1, 1898, 
the balance remaining had been reduced 
to 58,156 65, so that they expended over 
50,000 more than their receipts during 
the year. 


O.her alleged assets of the city Dec. 


31,1899, were uncollectad taxes amount- 
ing to $30,431.86 extending back ten 
yca:s or more, a considerable part of 
which can never be collected.

Noboby will claim that oar streets and 


roads are as good now as they were in 
1885 Our salaried officials do no more 
work, and in fact uot so much. There 
was no necessity in 1898 to expand a&y 
more for contingent expenses, than in 
1895; and so with some of tb«M>tber de- 
partments. One need not be surprised 
when he read the figures above to find- 
that, regardless of support of tbe ctjbnn- 
ty poor, the support of the city .. poor- 
cost almost three times as much in 1898 
as in 1885. If this thing is to go on an- 
other ten years we shall 
quire support from some 
side of oar incomes, which, will be tak- 
en for taxes.

able purposes has been steadily increas- 
ed aadi year, and to add to the burden 
the rate of taxation has also increased 
until last year it was $2 10 on a bund- 
red dollars. 


With these conditions confronting it 


every tmsidnesa will be barred ont from 
our city unless some radical change 
takes place in the mode of managing 
city affairs. 
The business man taxed 


$21 00 on $1000 invested in business 
cannot compete with the business man 
in another town or "-city taxed only! 
$10.00 on a like investment. 
The 


wealthy man with an income from his 
property upon which he lives will not 
take up his residence in a city where 
his investments are thus taxed. If real 
estate is to bear additional burdens of 
taxation, rents,now already high enough 
must be advanced and tbe laboring man 
and wage earner must pay them. In- 
c:ea*e in taxes must necessarily affect 
all classes, and there is nothing so in- 
jurious to tbe prosperity of a city as a 
high rate of taxation with no corres 
ponding benefit to the tax payer. 


We now enter tbe municipal year be- 


fore us with a floating indebtedness of 
$30,000 and a largo amount of unpaid 
bills against the city, the particulars cf 
which nobody know?. 
Before any of 


the taxes of this year can be collected 
we shall ba obliged to borrow a large 
amount, probably $50,000 and upwards, 
to meet current expenses and pay $2000 
of tha uonded indeb eduess falling due 
April 1st. There is no escape from this 
This "White man's burden" has been 
fastened upon na. 


But gentlemen, we can see to it that 


from this day extravagance, unnecessary 
expenses and doubtful methods of tik 
ing money from tbe city treasury and 
taxpayers arn discouraged, cut off, and 
stopped. Wo can tee to it that official? 
aro paid fair salaries for their services 
and no more; that the property of the 
city is applied to tho city's beueOt and 
uses only; that the business of the city 
is managed in tho sama way each of us 
would manage bis own important af 
fairs; that just before el«alion m March, 
with three feet of frost in the ground 
largo groups of men are not employe* 
to construct sowers not called for, atau 
txponso Dve times as groat as would bo 


ba a radicaroife. feet us aoT~6snrifnnd: 
to do onr duty in behalf of the city as 
we would for ourselves. If ,we cannot 
afford to live in an expensive bdtrae" wtf 
must take a cheaper one. If we cannct 
afford to ride in a carriage we must ride 
in an electric car or walk. As mayor of- 


tbe taxable valuation has been largely 
increased in order that we may legally 
raise tha large sums required for expttt* 
sea without increasing the t«x rale to 
such an extent as to seriously alarm tbe 
tax payer. The law forbids a city to ia- 
sue bonds to an amount exceeding fl*> 
per cent of its taxable valuation, and ao 
in order to keep within the law tha ralv* 
ation is increased by a simple stroke of 
the pen. In tbis way our valuation |»a 
been increased from 86,056,120 in 1885 
to $8,619,385 in 1898, and conpeqoentfy 
we are compelled to pay more than oar 
jast share of tbe state and county taxe* 
which are based upon onr valuation be- 
cause other towns in the eonnty 
state keep their valuation, vitbin: 
able limits. There are many towna< 
tbe same property that paya here a tax 
of S 3 would pay only $L We paid i* 
1885 a state tax of 919,29200 and a 
county tax of ?J8,933.72 while in 1896 
these taxes respectively were $20,956.75 
and $27,689.14 each. 


This condition of affaire fnrnuhei an- 


other illustration of what extravagance 
and bad management haj> done to injure 
our city. 
The valuation for taxation 


must remain excessive and conaeqntnt- 
ly our city must continue to pay norm 
than its fair share of onr county and 
expenses. Tbe only remedy for thia— 
and that remedy is necessarily a-alow 
one—Is a return to economy, booeaty 
and business like methods in citj af- 
fairs. 
, 


I observe that the tax collector foe 


the year 1891, L. W. Brewster, is still 
charged with $366.60 a balence for tax- 
es for that f ingle year due to the city, 
while only a tot»l of $363.34 remain* 
pjjharged to the account of W. H. Pag*.

the city I am not afraid to use any in- 
fluence—ordinarily I have no veto—to- 
kbolish in the interest of economy any" 
office, fixture or expense not required, 
which anybody has fastened upon our 
city. 


If it is not necessary and if the city 


cannot afford to expend thousands cf 
dollars each year in supporting four' or 
five men aad several horses, all idle tbe 
greater part el the time, in order that 
we may have a so called "quick-bitch," 
t should be done away with. If it is a 
act that we were never so well protected 
against fire as now without it, that we 
have more than 150 hydrants always 
•eady and on the spot to do effective 
duty, and in addition to the hook and 
adder truck, supply wagon, and four 
team fire engines, have the chemical 
engine, which giv«s good satisfaction 
and accomplishes more than the "quick 
hitch," and that the "quick hitsu" his 
brought the tax paying and property 
owners no reduction in insurance rates, 
and though it might be a good thing if 
we could afford it, yet, if we cannot af- 
ford it, it is a luxury that can be dis- 
pensed with, then it should be given 
op. 


And BO with many other things that 


seem to have become fixed charges up-, 
on the city. 


TAXES AND TAXATION 


As I have above incidentally stated 


the rato of taxation is not only very high, 
but though the real valuation of tbe 
pioperty of tax payer has decreased, 


SCHOOLS. 


Having bean intimately 


with oar schools and their m*na(«n*afc 
for more than twenty years, I feel OOJB* 
petent to assert with truth that tfcaf, 
were never in better condition. It ia 
also truelhat they were never mor* ex- 
pensive ^o the t»x payers. In oowmoa 
with every other member of tbe board of 
education I wub this expense could b* 
reduced, but see no mode of 
piishing such reduction without i 
ly Crippling the efficiency of tbeaebool*. 
I do not believe one individual in oar 
whole city would wish to do anything 
tending in this directiop. 
The gmtta* 


men who constitute our board of educa- 
tion have given much serious ooa*id*n.- 
tion to plans for a reduction of expense** 
but have g|ven up the attempt in 
p.iir. They are competent 
some of them experts in school 
and I think we should be satisfied with 
their judgement an to the needs of our 
schools, and give them such an eppvo* 
priation for school purposes aa in the* 
judgement is necessary. 


The new school bouses are neeixaarily 


expensive to run. Fuel bill* and jani- 
tor's salaries are large. Under th* l*wa 
of tbe state we are now obliged to fur- 
nish free school books and school imp- 
plies to the pupils. Our modem system 
requires a superintendent of vohoola 
and be must necessarily command a fair 
salary. Nobody in these days, who 
knows any thing about our schools wfll

Tom dead? Where s« the famous mas- 
tt;r of meltMly? He who pleased our 
musical ear and aroused our increduli- 
ty! The wholesome-looking negro, who 
applauded bis own performances; in 
whom tbe sense of imitation was en- 
larged to the disadvantage of other 
feen&es. He whom the world justly re- 
garded as one of life's phenomena," 


Blind Tom is not dead; he is not 


aged; he is cot even passing away as 
many declare. 1 happened upon a day 
chapter of his life last week and found 
"the plaything of the gods" passing his 
days out of the public eye, in strict her- 
mitage, writes a contributor to the 
Philadelphia Press. 


He lives in tbe wooded, sea girt acres 


of the highlands of Navesink, where 
one can see the great ships go down 
to the sea and watch tbe seasons grow 
and fade in leaf, bud and blossom of 
glorious woods. He sits in the open 
and mimics bird and beast. 
When 


weary of nature, he goes back to his 
life's solitary star that rose in his heav- 
en at his birth. For hours he sits at the 
piano playing his old pieces, without 
technical knowledge of time or note or 
harmony, yet remaining apart in his 
genius from all others—the untutored 
master of melody. 


Blind Tom was for twenty-five years 


part of America's sentiment He was 
born in America's slavery; he was one 
of a numerous tribe who adored him: 
he was the awe of his masters, the ad- 
miration of his equals. 


He was the product of tne plantation. 


While never a master of classic music 
he played to the people; that satisfied 
majority to whom Wagner is as sound- 
ing brass and Chopin as tinkling cym- 
bals. His melody was essentially sen- 
timental. 


Everyone remembers his perform- 


ances. 
The crowded playhouse; the 


audience hushed by admiration dashed 
with superstitious awe; the imbecile 
negro, robust, wholesome, hopelessly 
blind, who walked to the piano and 
played brilliantly the tunes of the peo- 
ple. Wild applause which he, poor 
soul, echoed as he bowed. The mana- 
ger stepping forward asks pianists to 
come up and play. One after another 
complies. Blind Tom listens without 
interruption. At the final chord he is 
led to the piano, and striking splendid- 
ly into the selection, imitates his pred- 
ecessor with every shade of feeling re- 
produced,, no delicate minor 
toning 


evaded. Such was his triumphal tour- 
ing through the United States. 


The piano in the hallway is his rest- 


ing place for hours. For years he has 
lived his public life over in daily pri- 
vate rehearsal, makes his bow, goes to 
the instrument, playes the old tunes, 
and jumping up, bows and applauds 
and "bravos" heartily. 


In the pleasant weather he tires of 


the piano, and sitting in the grounds 
plays an imaginary pianoforte in the 
air, imitating perfectly the sound. He 
bows his thanks to the birds and dogs 
—and incidentally scares the passerby 
out of his senses. 


La body he is as wholesome as ever. 


Eats trfree meals a day, which for 
ength, breadth and thickness the gen- 
tleman with whom he lives assures 
me, could not be surpassed. 


I was surprised to learn that he was 


only 43 years old. It is currently be- 
lieved he is fully 60. Whether he will 
ever appear again in public is a ques- 
tion.

mer Stone of Philadelphia cited many 
facts to show that birds are nature's 
great check on the excess of insects, 
and that they keep the balance be- 
tween plants ami insect life.

thousand caterpillars, it has been es- 
timated, could destroy every blade of 
rass on an acre of cultivated ground. 
In thirty days from the time 
it is 


hatched an ordinary 
caterpillar 
in- 


creases 10,000 times in bulk, and the 
food it lives and grows on is vegeta- 
ble. 
The insect population of a sin- 


gle cherry tree infested with aphibes 
was calculated by a prominent ento- 
mologist at no less than 12,000,000. 
The bird 
population of 
cultivated 


country districts has been estimated 
at from 700 to 1,000 per square mile. 
This is small compared with the num- 
ber of insects, yet as each bird con- 
sumes hundreds of insects every day 
the latter are prevented from becom- 
ing the scourge they would be but for 
their feathered enemies. 


Cycling in European Turkey. 
According to a correspondent tn Sa- 


lonica, the cyclist who is fond of a bit 
of fast work on the road can there 
find himself accommodated without 
difficulty. All he has to do is to sprint 
for all he's worth, the police regula- 
tions in nowise being framed to inter- 
fere with his pleasure.

Crude Oil to Kindle Fires. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Southwes- 


tern Railway Company for some time 
has been experimenting with crude oil 
for kindling fires in locomotives in 
place of using cordwood, and the re- 
sults obtained have been so satisfactory 
that it will hereafter be used on the 
whole line. During the month of No- 
vember, 1897, at the company's shops 
which are located tit Washington, Ind. 
and Chillicothe, Ohio, 1.226 flres were 
started with crude oil at a cost of $17.32 
or 1.41 cents per fire. To have etartec 
the same number of fires with wood 
would have cost $306, or 24.96 per rtre. 
This represents a saving of $288.68.

Engineer A. N. Procter, U. S. N., who 
was in charge of fbe landing party after 
the destruction of the Spanish torpedo 
boats Furor and Pluton at Santiago, gave 
out the following statement regarding 
the identity of the body found in a chair 
On the beach at Santiago: 


"After the sinking of the Furor and 


beaching of the Pluton, I landedxm the 
beach in a cove three-quarters of a mile 
west of where the Pluton was beached 
and made my way along the beach to the 
wreck. 


On the way we encountered a Span- 


ish llsutsant ar.d a seaman, the latter 
badly wounded in the right arm and 
side. We assisted the lieutenant to an- 
other cove to the eastward, where about 
25 survivors of the Piuton and Furor had 
collected. On reaching this cove I sent 
the men back for the v/ounded sailor, 
with a chair'which had been landed by 
a correspondent of the Associated Press, 
and after waiting some time for their 
return I went'back up the beach end 
found the men had stopped at the top of 
a hill, Che sailor having died" just as thej 
reached that point 


"I had the ehair moved into the shade 


of the bu^aes and hastened to embark 
with all the prisoners I could take in the 
boat, tuining the others over to the 
respondent of the Assu iated Press boat. 
The coat mentioned in the dispatches 
was probably one which I took from the 
Spanish lieutenant and used to protect 
the \v-ounded man's head:from the sun

When the English troops were defeated 
the Zulus captured ¥100,000 worth of this 
canned beef and ate it, I never heard 
of their being: made sick by it, either. 


Seriously, though, during the whole of 


the Zulu war the "Wilson Packing com- 
pany shipped thousands 
of dollars 


worth of canned beef to the English 
army, in the hottest country In the 
world. Out of all that quantity we never 
received a protest f rom-the English gov- 
ernment about the beef spoiling. Some 
of it was kept in the tropics for months 
and eaten, and there was no cause for 
complaint from the English troops. It 
was not the same kind of canned beef! 
that was furnished to the American j 
troops iast year. The beef the American 
troops complained of, as I understand it. 
was in round cans. It was not what is 
known as compressed beef. It \v as sim- 
ply boiled beef. 


"Business is business, but the lives of 


the American troops are worth more than 
a few dollars, and I believe the war in- 
quiry board ought to get at the facts. 
It- ought to give some of these people a 
chance to tell their stories. 
• • 
"I' have been asked time and again 


since the talk about bad beef to tell what 
I think was the cause of the canned beef 
spoiling, if it -spoiled. I have my own 
opinion, but I am not going to expres$ 
it." 


INDIAN OUTBREAK FEARED. 


Price, Utah* March 15.—Reports from 


White Rocks agency are to the effect 
that the Indian leaderslthere are restless 
and very serious trouble is inticipated by 
Indian Agent Myton, by reasons of the 
fact that the men who control the chiefs 
desire to return to the former reservation 
m Colorado. The matter was presented 
to Agent Myton by the head menx>£ the 
White River ,Utes, some 10 days ago, and 
the agent referred the matter to Wash- 
ington. Nothing has been heard frem 
the interior department, and in conse- 
quence the Indians are becoming rest- 
less, and it is said threaten all manner 
of things. The Indians behind the agita- 
tion are old men, and were more or less 
identified with the Meeker massacre. 
This fact has caused some alarm, and 
Agent Myton's return to White Rock by 
special conveyance, from Price, where 
ho was called from Saltl^ake, lends color 
to the report that an outbreak may oc- 
cur at any time. The Indians are in an 
ugly mood, and say if Washington doe? 
not pay them for their larifis in Colorado, 
they propose going back to them.

conductor* in the world, only fur- 
aiibe* additional protection against 
cold. 
In fact, sheep have often been 


found under snowbanks, and if they 
are provided with food and water they 
can remain cooped up in this confined 
position without any apparent discom- 
fort. 
Usually, however, - when sheep 


are snowed in, though they may have 
food, there will be no water in reach 
except that in the form of snow and 
ice. 
To eat either of these to »ecur» 


water occasions always a mo»t Intoler- 
able thirat *Snow especially is so full 
Of air and has so little water that what 
water it does supply is Quickly evap- 
orated and the animal is more thirsty 
than before.

Our street department has become in 


some respects a by- word and a reproach 
[ have already given you eome figures 
Tor the amount expended upon our 
treels last year. They were never in a 
worse candiUun than now. Witbin ten 
years past they have been dug up and 
upset by the laying of the new water 
works pipes, by gas mains, sewer con- 
struction and the electric street railway, 
to such an extent as to require much 
good judgment as well as labor to make 
tftem passable. Without good judgment 
the labor expended upqa them is wasted. 
I am sorry to say tiat in very many 
cases good judgment by those iu charge 
has been -wanting. 
Tbe chi«f object 


sought in expending the street as well 
as sewer appropriatian has be^n in too 
many CJSCB the purchase of votes to car- 
ry the elections. This is a well known 
fact, and a subject of comment by our 
citizens of all parties. 


I am not an expert in managing a 


street department and my opinion on 
the subject may be entitled to but little 
weight. I may be permitted, however, 
to say that I have never seen any reason 
why every city team should all day Icng 
haul around our city a .load of men 
much heavier than any other load ever 
hvuled by such teams. Nor do I know 
why six men are placed in a gravel pit 
to load a single horse cart, and then to 
stand idle until the load is drawn sever 
al miles and tbe cart returned empty 
for the next load. This is not done by 
private teamsters or by individuals in 
their owu business. 


The -street department coming in con- 


tact with the individual citizen more 
than any other department, must neces- 
sarily be to a greater extent an object 
for criticism and complaint, whether 
right or wrong. If these complaints are 
unjust they cannot in the long run do 
harm, but if they are just, as they too 
often are, the guilty party or person 
caunot escape, and is scon deprived of 
tbe power so wrongfully used. 


I ask you, therefore, iu selecting a 


street commission, to be sure he is hon- 
est. Honesty is a very important qnali 
fioatson for a street commissioner 
Without it no man should hold any of 
Gee. But an honest man is not always 
competent. So a street eoranrisbinner 
should not only be thoroughly honest. 
tmt thoroughly competent. 
If yon 


choose such a man you have done your 
fulj duty. Let no one of you under any 
circumstances vote for a man for street 
commissioner in retnra for his promise 
to give you a city team or a city job of 
any kind. Tbe evil effects of such a 
trade are toojjapparent aud of too recent 
occurrence to be forgotten.

ion in office. 


OOXCLCSIOX. 


There ate many other mattsrs regard- 


ing which you will be required to take 
action during the coming municipal 
year concerning which I have not suf- 
ficient information to enable .me to ad- 
vise or recommend. I will endeavor, 
however, from time to time to investi- 
gate the facts regarding these matters 
as they arise and communicate them to 
you with such recommendations as may 
seem proper.

known as the "city auditor," whose 
duties in part are to audit all claims
